Due  to  widespread  disappointment  f, 
and  disapproval  of  certain  passages  t 
In  the  Pageant  presented  on  Tuesday  f 
evening  of  the  Eighth  Congress  of 
the  Baptist  World  Alliance,  written 
and  produced  by  Dr.  D.  R.  Sharpe, 
Chairman  of  the  Cleveland  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Arrangements,  without  sub-  '  ® 
mltting  the  script  to  the  Alliance 
Executives  for  approval,  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee,'  on  Wednesday  eve-  ’ 
ning.  July  28,  adopted  the  following  a 
resolution  by  unanimous  vote: 

“In  view  of  the  fact  that  no  copy 
ef  the  script  of  the  Pageant  pre- 
sented  at  the  Eighth  Baptist  World 
Congress  was  provided  the  Executive  | 
Committee  of  the  Alliance  or  its  of¬ 
ficers  beforehand,  and  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  press  reported  the 
Pageant  as  representing  the  views  of 
the  Baptist  World  Alliance,  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  a  portion  of  the 
Pageant  attacked  a  position  with  ref¬ 
erence  to  the  World  Council  of 
Churches  held  by  many  Baptist  bo¬ 
dies  in  the  Baptist  World  Alliance, 
the  Executive  Committee  goes  on 
record  as  stating  that  the  Pageant 
does  not  represent  the  position  of  the 
Baptist  World  Alliance  in  these  mat¬ 
ters,  and  that  the  Alliance  neither 
commends  nor  condemns  any  or¬ 
ganized  expression  of  the  ecumeni¬ 
cal  movement.”

CLEVELAND,  Ohio— The  Christian 
churches  of  the  world  must  take 
responsibility  for  preserving  the 
freedom  for  all  mankind  as  set  forth 
in  the  Charter  of  the  United  Na¬ 
tions,  Hon.  J.  W.  Estey,  Justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada,  said 
today  in  an  address  to  the  Eighth 
World  Baptist  Congress.  At  the  eve¬ 
ning  session  In  the  Public  Auditori¬ 
um.  Estey  said:  “The  Charter  is 
founded  on  principles  that  ought  to 
obtain  lh  human  relations  and  em¬ 
bodies  a  great  vision  In  International 
relations." 

The  Ottawa  Justice  gave  a  sum¬ 
mary  of  the  development  of  the 
Charter.  He  pointed  out  that  It  was 
a  development  of  the  desires  of  men 
knd  women  around  the  world  for 
peace.  He  said,  "The  great  concep¬ 
tions  of  human  welfare  set  forth  in 
the  Charter  must  ultimately  be 
Achieved.  If  we  believe  in  the  broth¬ 
erhood  of  man  and  that  fellowship

CLEVELAND,  Ohio,  July  23—  w 
Thirty-five  Russians  were  among 
foreign  delegates  to  the  World  Bap¬ 
tist  Congress  who  turned  up  at  a  | 
foreign  delegates  tea  held  at  the 
First  Baptist  Church. 

Forty  displaced  persons,  includ¬ 
ing  the  Russians  were  present.  They 
estimated  that  80  other  Russian 
DP’s  are  attending. 

Names  of  the  Russian  born  were 
withheld  lest  relatives  in  the  Rus¬ 
sian  orbit  be  endangered.  One,  an 
eighty-year-old  Baptist  minister  with 
flowing  beard,  was  especially  fearful 
lest  knowledge  of  his  presence  in 
Cleveland  endanger  lives  of  relatives 
at  home.  Another,  now  a  resident  of 
Cleveland,  disclosed  'that  his  wife 
still  Is  in  Russia.  He  said  he  had 
been  taken  to  Germany  by  the  Nazi 
Gestapo  in  1943.  that  Russian  autho¬ 
rities  believed  him  deceased. 

“I  think  my  family  is  quite  secure.

SAN  FRANCISCO,  Calif. -*-<BP)  — 
Conservative  Baptists  have  been  ad¬ 
vised  to  seek  fellowship  with  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  churches  on  the  local 
level  by  Dr.  Gabriel  R.  GuedJ,  one 
of  the  Conservative  leaders.  He  made 
the  suggestion  in  a  recent  address 
before  the  Conservative  Baptist  Fel¬ 
lowship  meeting  at  Boston.  Dr.  Gued] 
te  pastor  of  the  Memorial  Baptist 
Church,  Fresno,  Calif. 

He  said,  "It  te  not  our  part  here 
to  direct  our  association  as  such,  to 
seek  fellowship  with  them  (Southern 
Baptists) ,  but  as  Individual  churches 
we  should  know  that  It  te  posstble, 
without  sacrificing  one  lota  of  our 
loyalty  to  the  Word  of  God,  for  they 
are  loyal  to  the  same  Word;  with¬ 
out  sacrificing  one  iota  of  our  loyalty 
to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  for  they 
are  just  as  loyal  to  him  as  we  are; 
without  sacrificing  one  k>ta  of  our 
loyalty  of*  support  of  Conservative 
Baptist  causes,  to  enjoy  fellowship 
at  the  assoc  latlonal  and  state  levels 
with  these  Baptist  brethren  who 
number  upward  of  27,000  churches 
and  today  are  the  largest  single 
evangelical  body  In  the  United 
States;  and  to  share  with  them  our 
world  vision  so  magnificently  ex¬ 
pressed  by  our  Conservative  Baptist 
t  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Societies 
>  and  our  missionaries  ” 


CLEVELAND  — (RNS) —  A  Baptist 
pastor  and  editor  te  the  newly-elect¬ 
ed  president  of  the  Baptist  World 
Alliance. 

Dr.  F.  Townley  Lord,  pastor  of  the 
Bloomsbury  Baptist  church  of  London 
and  editor  of  the  Baptist  Times,  was 
chosen  to  head  the  Alliance  by  dele¬ 
gates  to  the  Baptist  World  Congress 
here. 

Dr.  Lord  succeeds  Dr.  C.  Oscar 
Johnson  of  St.  Louis,  who  was  elected 
president  of  the  last  world  congress 
in  Copenhagen.  Denmark,  in  1947. 

Following  the  election.  Dr.  Lord 
was  asked  what  he  believed  should 
be  the  objective  of  Baptists  and  other 
Protestant  denominations  in  the  next 
few  years. 

“There  te  no  question  of  what  our 
aims  should  be,”  he  said.  “The  world 
te  still  terribly  shaken  by  the  after¬ 
effects  of  war.  What  we  need  te  a 
spiritual  awakening  that  will  give  us 
new  moral  stamina  to  face  our  prob¬ 
lems.” 

“I’m  thinking  particularly  of  Juve¬ 
nile  delinquency,  a  major  problem 
since  the  war.  We  need  to  undergird 
our  religious  faith  if  we  are  to  cope 
with  it  successfully.” 

Dr.  Lord  comes  to  the  presidency 
after  three  years  of  service  as  vice- 
president.  He  has  twice  been  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  British  National  Sunday 
School  Union.  Recently,  he  was  the 
main  character  in  a  religious  film

Truman  Consider*  Naming 
Regular  Envoy  To  Vatican 

WASHINGTON,  Aug.  3 — (UP)  — 
President  Truman  disclosed  today 
that  he  te  considering  reestablishing 
formal  diplomatic  relations  with  the 
Vatican. 

Hte  statement,  something  of  a  dip¬ 
lomatic  bombshell,  was  made  In  re¬ 
sponse  to  a  reporter’s  question  a* 
the  President’s  weekly  news  confer¬ 
ence. 

Mr.  Truman  said  that  when  Myron 
C.  Taylor  resigned  as  hte  personal 
envoy  to  Pope  Pius  XII  last  winter, 
that  ended  the  job  as  far  as  a  per¬ 
sonal  representative  was  concerned. 
He  had  never  considered  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a’  successor  to  Taylor,  th« 
President  said.

The  above  passage  in  the  Pageant 
was  the  climax  of  a  series  of  inci¬ 
dents  at  Cleveland — sections  of  cer¬ 
tain  addresses  and  reports — obvious¬ 
ly  designed  as  attacks  upon  Southern 
Baptists  and  any  other  groups  in  the 
Alliance  who  did  not  share  the  opin¬ 
ions  and  practices  of  these  speak¬ 
ers  and  writers.  It  was  the  first  time, 
in  my  attendance  upon  the  last  six 
Congresses,  when  any  such  attempt 
has  been  made  to  take  advantage  of 
the  Alliance  for  special  pleading  and 
exploitation. 

When  we  recall  the  purpose  of  the 
Alliance,  as  stated  in  the  Preamble 
to  the  Constitution — “To  show  the 
essential  oneness  of  Baptist  people 
in  the  Lord-  Jesus  Christ,  to  impart 
inspiration  to  the  brotherhood,  and 
to  promote  the  spirit  of  fellowship, 
service  and  cooperation  among  its 
members:  but  this  Alliance  may  in 
no  way  interfere  with  the  indepen¬ 
dence  of  the  churches  or  assume  the 
administrative  functions  of  existing 
organisations” — it  is  difficult  to  un¬ 
derstand  how  cherished  friends 
within  the  Alliance  could  bring  them¬ 
selves  to  make  such  attacks  upon 
those  of  their  brethren  with  whom 
they  disagree  on  questions  that  are 
entirely  apart  from  the  purpose  for 
which  the  Alliance  exists. 

I  am  very  happy  to  report  that 
Southern  Baptists  behaved  them¬ 
selves  as  brethren,  choosing  rather 
to  be  persecuted  than  to  strike  back; 
and  it  was  reassuring  to  hear  friends 
from  every  constituent  body  present

The  One  Hundredth 
Attempt  Will  AlsoFail 

According  to  the  Associated 
Press,  “Magician  Claude  Noble’s 
attempt  to  contact  the  spirit  of 
.Clarence  Harrow  failed  again  ves- 
terdav,  the  tenth  time  since  the 
famed  criminal  lawyer’s  death  on 
March  13,  1938.” 

Noble,  a  69-year-old  Detroit 
businessman,  knelt  on  the  Lagoon 
Bridge  in  Jackson  Park,  from 
which  Harrow’s  ashes  were  scat¬ 
tered  over  the  waters.  He  intoned 
the  Lord’s  Prayer,  then  asked  Har¬ 
row  to  rap  on  a  copy  of  a  book, 
“How  to  Conduct  a  Criminal 
Case.”  he  held  in  his  hand. 

Noble  said  he  “didn’t  expect  it 
to  happen.  But  1  hope  the  Lord 
may  somehow  permit  him  (Har¬ 
row)  to  manifest  himself.”  Dar- 
row.  Noble  and  the  late  magician. 
How  ard  Thurston,  many  years  ago 
had  agreed  that  the  survivor  would 
attempt  to  contact  the  others  once 
a  year.  The  purpose  was  one  of 
debunking.  Noble  said,  but  each 
had  hopes  of  “some  manifesta¬ 
tion,”  the  Lord  permitting. 

Mr.  Noble  is  not  the  only  person 
who  has  tried  to  communicate 
with  the  dead  and  he  is  not  the 
only  person  who  has  failed.  I  here 
is  a  gulf  between  us.  “It  is  ap- 
-  pointed  unto  a  man  once  to  die, 
but  after  this  the  judgement.” 

If  Mr.  Noble  and  others  of  his 
kind  who  are  either  publicity  seek¬ 
ers  or  else  trying'  to  communicate 
with  the  dead  would  spend  more 
time  trying  to  communicate  with 
the  Lord,  they  would  probably 
come  nearer  meeting  their  loved 
ones  on  the  other  side  provided 
their  loved  ones  are  in  the  right 
place.

The  authorities  don’t  know  what  hap¬ 
pened  to  me  after  I  was  taken  to 
Germany.  I  was  slated  to  be  sent 
to  Dachau  concentration  camp  but 
was  sent  Instead  to  a  work  camp  In  a 
small  German  village. 

A  third  Russian  said  he  had  been 
imprisoned  five  years,  seven  months 
on  charges  of  espionage.  "I  was  Jailed 
as  an  evangelist,”  he  said. 

The  Reverend  Paul  Roundtree 
Clifford.  London,  England,  head  of 
the  West  Ham  Mission  East  Side 
Mission  described  the  famous  dock 
district  settlement.  He  said  the  center 
ministers  to  5.000  persons,  and  con¬ 
sists  of  buildings  housing  a  self-run 
youth’s  community,  plans  for  $40.- 
000  for  a  “Boys’  Town  of  England." 
modeled  after  the  famous  Ameri¬ 
can  development,  and  a  116-acre 
estate  under  the  patronage  of 
Queen  Elizabeth. 

Dr.  Peter  H.  H.  Lee.  chairman 
of  the  SO-person  Chinese  delega¬ 
tion.  said  he  would  return  to  Red- 
dominated  Shanghai  to  continue 
work  as  local  pastor  and  profes¬ 
sor  at  the  Shanghai  Baptist  Semi¬ 
nary.  Dr.  Lee  and  David  C.  Yang,  a 
lay  preacher,  said  mall  from  commu¬ 
nist  China  remains  uncensored  but 
“our  friends  write  with  extreme  care  " 
The  Chinese  said  freedom  of  re¬ 
ligion.  and  freedom  to  oppose  reli¬ 
gion  in  any  form,  are  guaranteed 
by  the  communist  constitution  at 
least  by  the  letter  of  the  law.  Yang 
added,  “it  remains  to  be  seen  how 
they  will  carry  it  out." 

Dr.  Lee  drew  a  sharp  distinction 
between  Chinese  communism  and 
that  of  Russia.

If 
we  do  not  obey  them,  we  lose.  Here 
they  are: 

1.  The  Law  Relating  U>  the  Num¬ 
ber  of  Workers.  Enrqlment  increases 
in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
workers  at  the  ratio  of  ten  to  one. 

t.  The  Law  Relating  to  the  Sise 
of  Classes.  Classes  reach  their  max¬ 
imum  growth  in  a  few  months. 

3.  The  Law  Relating  to  Grading. 
New  classes  are  difficult  to  start 
unless  a  grading  plan  is  followed. 

4.  The  Law  Relating  to  New  Units. 
New  units  (classes  and  departments) 
grow  faster,  win  more  people  to 
Christ,  and  provide  more  workers 
than  the  established  units. 

5.  The  Law  Relating  to  Visita¬ 
tion.  Enrollment  and  attendance  in¬ 
crease  in  proportion  to  the  number 
of  personal  visits.  The  ratio  is  about 
ten  to  one.

The  death  of  E.  Hilton  Jackson, 
Washington.  D.  C.,  on  July  16,  at  the 
age  of  eighty,  is  mourned  by  Bap¬ 
tists  throughout  the  Nation.  Mr.  Jack- 
son  had  been  chairman  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Joint  Committee  on  Public  Affairs 
since  its  formation  in  1939,  under  the 
leadership  of  Dr.^Rufus  W.  Weaver, 
who  died  in  1947.  He  had  been  the 
constant  counsellor  of  the  present 
Executive  Director  from  the  time  of 
taking  office. 

This  distinguished  Constitutional 
lawyer  and  scholar  made  contribu¬ 
tions  to  American  jurisprudence  of 
historic  importance.  .The  sedition 
cases  during  the  Second  World  War, 
the  Park  Savings  Bank  cases  earlier, 
and  the  Restricted  Covenants  cases  of 
more  recent  years  furnished  occa¬ 
sion  for  the  exercise  of  his  great 
abilities. 

As  might  have  been  expected,  his 
most  outstanding  Influence  was  ex¬ 
erted  in  the  field  of  church-state  re¬ 
lations.  In  the  Everson  case  he  ap¬ 
peared  before  the  United  States  Su¬ 
preme  Court  and  argued  for  com¬ 
plete  separation  of  church  and  state. 
The  basic  decision  of  the  Court  in 
that  case,  the  first  ever  made  direct¬ 
ly  on  the  meaning  of  the  Firs!
